According to the survey 
tabulation thus far: 

1. Of all the persons in busi- 
ness or employed in the central 
business district, 80 percent 
are full time, 20 percent are 
part time, Of the full time

2. Of the total number of 
autos driven to work 25 per- 
cent are parked in private lots, 
68 percent are parked in the 
public plazas and the remain- 
ing seven percent are parked 
on the street at the edge of the 
business district. 

3. Of the total number of 
autos driven to the business 
district by business owners and 
employees, 65 percent are 
parked all day. two percent in 
the morning only, eight per- 
cent after noon only and 25 
percent are in and out all day. 

“The preliminary tally,” Gray 
observes, “shows that 55 per- 
cent of all employers and em- 
ployees have difficulty finding 
parking space near their busi- 
nesses either regularly or on

Moore’s class size policy, a new 
ratio of teachers to students 
and a plan designed to bring

The class size policy and 
teacher/student ratio will go 
into effect in 1962-63, since 
this year’s actions are too 
late to affect the upcoming 


school year.

The plan to regulate class 
sizes by the new policy brought 
the most comment. 


A letter from Mrs. Ruth 
Troetschler, former district 
resident and teacher, asked 


that the trustees “think twice 
| before adopting this schedule 
... I feel the average (class 
size) is too high.”

She went on to suggest a| 
class size of lesser density. 


“Although the district may 
lave had some smaller clas- 
ses in the past,” Pomeroy 
said, “the average class size | 
isn’t too different from those 
in the past.” | 


Moore pointed out that there |

Tree-Planting Campaign 
Good for a Long Time 


Plans for getting some trees planted along Santa Cruz 
Avenue in the business district are well under way, and in 
a few short months — if these plans mature —the aspect 
of the city’s principal retail business artery ought to be 
improved.

Tree planting, however, shouldn't be a project for the 
business district alone, any more than it should be exclu- 
sively a program for the improvement of residential streets. 
The city, it will be recalled, has had one of the latter pro- 
grams going for the past several years and the appearance 
of many neighborhoods has been improved thereby. 

Insofar as trees are concerned, Menlo Park started with 
many advantages not enjoyed by most communities. There 
were, at the time the area was first settled, fine stands of 
ancient oak and other native trees, and a little to the west, 
redwood groves as good as any in the state. 

The redwoods went early, because of their commercial 
value. Many of the ancient oaks are still with us, but 
an airplane flight over the city will reveal that some sub- 
dividers weren't too concerned about trees and whole 
tracts were denuded so that the houses could be fitted 
closer together. 

The removal of trees for many years seemed like a 
natural thing to do hereabouts, particularly if the trees 
stood in the way of “progress” — that is, if they interfered 
with more intensive development of the land. 

Now, we apparently are beginning to realize that they 
are natural assets in themselves. We're trying to get trees 
back in the business district as we have along the streets in 
the residential areas. It’s a good program and one that 
should be continued indefinitely. 
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Do Readers Want News 
Or Medical Advice 


One hundred years from now, if a manmade catastro- 
phe doesn’t obviate the possibility, conclusions about our 
life and times as culled from the daily newspapers will 
indicate either a vast lack of news or a massive front of 
neurotic concern with physical and mental health. 

Used to be if you had a pain somewhere, you consulted 
a doctor, followed his suggestions and paid your bill. If 
your friends and family were lucky, that was the end of it. 

It’s sort of hard lines to go home feeling satisfied 
with a good days work under your belt or for your wife to 
relax with the evening paper only to be beset with endless 
articles about the unpleasant small failings of the human 
body or the possibility that the twinge you felt sometime 
during the day may well be the first warning of a catas- 
trophic illness. 

Public education in matters of health is a valuable 
service to mankind. Like all good things, however, it can 
be carried too far and be emphasized through the wrong 
media. 

Children these days talk glibly of being beset by head- 
aches, traumas and nervousness. Housewives are sure that 
the business of coping with a house and the young will 
bring on a breakdown of a very dramatic sort. The bread- 
winners are thoroughly assured that the pressures of 
modern life will eventually destroy them. The 
pander to those unformed fears with endless articles on 
health or rather the lack of it. Running series of exhaustive 
articles on subjects perhaps better not discussed in a

family newspaper occupy the more prominent pages. 

Originally, newspapers were designed to disseminate 
news and the analysis of news. When medical discoveries 
fit that category they should be treated as such, we be- 
live. Medical almanacs and their outgrowths, the medical 
magazines, might be better media for the endless and pre- 
occupied features that deal with every disease from angina 
to zoosis. 
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Maybe Work Penalty 
Right for Litterbugs 


The recent suggestion by Woodside Town Clerk Irma 
Lewis that litterbugs be required to work off any penalty 
which would ensue following their conviction merits care- 
ful consideration. 

Fines imposed on those who insist on dumping gar- 
bage along streets and highways may serve to make some 
people more careful and considerate. Jail terms, too, might 
give some convicted litterbugs time to consider the error 
of their ways. 

Litterbugs, probably, aren't really criminally-inclined 
people. They are probably individuals possessing only a 
slight wrong-headedness which allows them to believe that 
dumping a load of garbage off the side of a road is harm- 
less (and anyhow, it’s easier than taking the stuff to the 
dump ). 

It is this latter phase of the litterbug’s point of view 
which should be worked upon. Leaving rubbish at the 
most convenient spot one can find, regardless of the rights 
of others, should be considered prime evidence of shear 
laziness. One of the best ways of dealing with laziness is 
to require the loafer, once identified, to work, thereby 
demonstrating that the shortcut in energy expenditure 
which he chose wasn’t one, really. 

And besides, if the work required of convicted litter- 
bugs consists of cleaning up some of the messes to be found 
along the county’s roads, an additional benefit in area 
beautification will have been achieved.

Additional emergency and 
business tedlephone facilities 
are in operation this week at 
the Woodside Firg Protection 
District’s Central Station to 
meet its growing tide of calls, 
which have been averaging 50 
to 60 per day. 

The station now has three 
incoming business lines and 
two emergency ineoming lines 
It had one of each until a re- 
cent survey indicated the need 
for the change. 

With the new set-up, the 
station has a change in tele- 
phone numbers. The new 
number for all emergency 
ealls is ULmar 1-1513, and 
the new one for all business 
and information calls is UL- 
mar 1-1594. However, the sta- 
tion’s previous numbers may 
also be used until the pre- 
sent phone directory expires.

Alphonso Thompson, 39-year 
old East Palo Alto laborer ar- 
rested Oct. 6, has pleaded not 
guilty and asked for a jury 
trial of charges of drunken dri- 
ing, driving while his license 
was suspended, resisting ar- 
rest and speeding. 

The charges were lodged by 
Menlo Park police when 
Thompson was taken into cus- 
tody after a chase through 
Belle Haven streets. He has 
since been released from the 
county jail after posting bail. 


very welcome news to the pro- 
perty owners. 

Several things were involved 
in allowing for such a big re- 
duction. 

It wasn’t entirely the reve- 
nue from the sales tax pro- 
gram. This tax allowed for on- 
ly 12.8 cents of the total of 16 
cents. All of those funds will go 
into the building fund. Here 
again the supervisors are on a 
pay-as-you-go plan that saves 
the taxpayers thousands of dol- 
lars a year. The first to be con- 
structed from sales tax reve- 
nue is the $2-million-plus office 
building in tha county center 
here. 

Many people may think 
this 16-cent cut is but a first 
year token, but board mem- 
bers and other officials are 
determined that the same 
pattern can be followed next 
year. 

Two other major items in the 
financial picture that permit- 
ted the 16-cent cut were the 
healthy surplus of nearly a mil- 
lion dollars in reserve funds. 
This came about by careful 
spending over the last year and 
a determination to eliminate 
waste. The second item was, as 
usual, increased assessments 
which means that some taxpay- 
ers may not get the advantage 
‘of a cut despite the rate drop. 

This year, most of the assess- 
ment increases were in the 
northern section of the county 
and on the Coastside. People 
in those areas will scoff at the 
headlines of a tax cut when 
they get their final bill in a 
couple of months. 

There were other items 
that added up. to the cut. 
First we have to remember 
that the state legislature just 
added a half million to the 
county’s welfare costs, which 

added four cents to the rate 
total. 

This means the supervisors 
actually reduced last year’s 
rate 20 cents. The transfer of 
the county fire department to 
the state is represented by a 
one-cent drop (about $80,000). 
County Manager E. R. Stallings 
reports that the transfer is go- 
ing along remarkably smooth. 

Some of the present staff 
actually will get promotions ov- 
er the positions they now hold° 
and others will have more 
room up the ladder for ad- 
vancement. Good to know that 
these men are finding the state 
is not going to be such a bad 
boss efter all. 

The ccunty’s recent pro- 
gram to make Crystal Springs 
a rehabilitation center has 
resulted in the state paying 
more of the cost. The coun- 
ty’s Community Hospital is 
now about 25 per cent self 
supporting, thanks to the new 
lien and collection proce: 
dures. Too, more patients are 
entering who are covered by 
some insurance plan. 

Despite the 16-cent rate re- 
duction, San Mateo county still 
will spend about five millions 
more than last year with a rec- 
ord budget of $35,195,868. 

The total rate in the county, 


considering schools, special 
districts and municipalities, 


will range up to $9.00 and Over, 
depending on where you live. 
Many cities are already find- 
ing that the sales tax revenue 
is not offsetting the rise in gov- 
ernment costs and plan tax 
rate increases this year. 

It is still too early to do any 
comparing with other counties. 
We see where San Francisco 
will have a combined rate of 
$8.31 for the year, a reduction 
of 17 cents. 

_ Although we are not mak- 
ing comparisons, it is evident 
that San Francisco is not hay- 
ing the growing pains that are 
prompting bigger Peninsula 
spending. a 

_Some persons even see the 
time, when the big city’s rate 
may drop even more to entice 
cominuters to return. Higher 
taxes, plus commuting costs 
may be too much for some, it is 
hinted, but the advantages of 


i‘iving here more than offset 
the costs. 


Manager Stallings says ev- 
ery effort will be made to keep 
spending to a minimum this 
year. “We may not find it as 
easy this year as we did last 
year,” he said. “You don’t of- 
ten find a million-dollar sur- 
plus, but we have hopes. this 
year.” 

Let’s hope he is a good fore- 
caster as an immediate climb 
will offset all the promise of 
tax savings through sales tax.

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SPAL Starts 
‘Cutback’ 
This Fall 


| Restrictions on scheduling of 
| igh school athletics, approved 
two years ago by the SPAL 
Board of Managers, go into ef- 
fect this fall season. 

Some parental protests have 
been heard in East Palo Alto 
and Menlo Park but their re- 
action isn’t expected to cause 
any policy changes — at least 
during the next school year. 
|" A letter from a number of 
| Menlo Park parents has been 
| sent to Superintendent of 

Schools Dr. Rex Turner pro- 

testing the cutback in sched- 

ules, In East Palo Alto, some 
talk of circulating a petition 
asking reconsideration of the 

‘new look” has occurred. 

Paul Hannig, SPAL commis- 
sioner, said this week that the 
program was actually set up 
two years ago and that there 
was a considerable amount of 
controversy at that time. 

The two major factors in the 
decision to limit schedules 
were transportation costs and 
school time lost to student ath- 
letes, Hannig said. 

The major cutbacks occurred 
in scheduling of practice games 
for baseball and_ basketball. 
Junior varsity competition in 
all sports was also eliminated. 

Hannig said there was al- 
so a “voluntary cut” in num- 
ber of C and D league games 
by the coaches who agreed 
to a seven-game schedule 
with a four-team tournament 
at season’s end. 

The league commissioner, 
asked about neighboring high 
school athletic league regula- 
tiaons, admitted that the SPAL 
will probably have “the light- 
est scheduling in the area.” 

Area athletes “probably 
won’t reach the level of profi- 
ciency of those in other lea- 
gues,” Hannig said, “but I’m 
not sure that’s the purpose of 
competitive athletics anyway.” 

Every league has its own 
regulations, Hannig said, and 
some of them are “sky- “high” 
insofar as scheduling is con- 
cerned. The neighboring Pen- 
insula League to the north 
hasn’t cut back to any de- 
gree, he noted. 

At the local level, Donald 
Bogie, Ravenswood High prin- 
cipal and member of the SPAL 
board, said that some sports 
had begun to “run away” in 
scheduling and that the rules 
going into effect this year were 
designed to halt this. 

“Some baseball teams were 
playing two, three and four 
times a week,” he said. “And 
we began to receive complaints 
from teachers about lost class 
room time.” 

The regulations this fall 
won’t apparently affect Rav- 
enswood to a great degree. 
Junior varsity football isn’t 
possible here because of the 
comparatively small number 
of boys who turn out for the 
sport. And the Trojans have 

| never scheduled more than 
two varsity practice games. a 
year. Menlo-Atherton, by 
comparison, had three last 
season.
